Now, however, with the 
restoration of the pre-war frontiers, these districts have 
returned to Rumania, and Hungarian Unitarianism is faced 
with a new problem in training its ministers. Before, and to 
some extent during, the war, Hungarian 
could go to the college at Cluj-Kolozsvar, where Lajos 
Kouacs, a former student of Manchester College, is now Dean, 
but since 1944 this has not been possible. Unless arrange- 
ments can soon be made for these students to go to Transyl- 
vania the Hungarian Unitarians will be faced with the necessity
